Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 , "a light emitting diode display" in line 3 should be changed to -the light 
emitting diode display--. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

"the LCD display 10" in line 2 page 5 should be changed to -the light emitting 
diode display 10-; and all "LED display 10" should be changed to -light emitting diode 
display 10- for consistency. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Parikka [US 6,592,233]. 

Regarding claim 1, Parikka discloses a display having a light guide plate [20], a 
light emitting diode display [100], a display screen [120], and a light source [50] 
(abstract, figures 2A-2C). 

Regarding claim 6, Parikka discloses the light source [50] at a side of the light 
guide plate [20] (figure 2A). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Parikka in view of Ahn et al. [US 2004/0070966]. 

Regarding claims 2-5, Parikka discloses a light source [50] but does not clearly 



disclose the LED, the SMD lamp and the circuit board. 
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Ahn et al. teach the use of the LED, the SMD LED and the circuit board [66] 
(figures 6-8, column 2 paragraph [0015]). 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the light source of Parikka with the LED, the SMD LED 
and the circuit board in the lighting display device as taught by Ahn et al. for purpose of 
providing an advantageous way of saving electrical energy, decreasing light weight, and 
increasing lifetime. 

8. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Parikka in 
view of Mari-Roca et al. [US 5,390,085]. 

Regarding claim 7, Parikka discloses the light guide plate [20] being defined as a 
main visual screen and a light source [50], but does not disclose the main visual screen 
being provided at both sides with extension and the reflection plate being between the 
main visual screen and the extension. 

Mari-Roca et al. teaches the use of a light guiding plate with extension at both 
side and a reflection plate [208] being therebetween (figure 5). 
It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the light guiding plate of Parikka with the extension at 
both side and a reflection plate being therebetween in the lighting display device as 
taught by Mari-Roca et al. for purpose of providing a uniform illumination to an 
information being displayed. 
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Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 02 December 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

The examiner believes that the limitation "a light emitting diode display" recited in 
claim 1 is still "a display", which is disclosed in Parikka '233 as rejected above. 

Moreover, the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the light emitting diode 
display in the present invention is an actively emissive display which can generate light 
source by itself) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In view of above, claim 1 and its dependency are still unpatentable.
